It was the first serious fighting since the new Arab-Israeli 
crisis developed three weeks ago. 

Egyptian and Syrian troops massed ‘on their borders. with |

for commando raids supported by Syria. | 

Nasser then demanded removal of the United Nations Emer- | 
gency Force from Egyptian land on the Israeli border and from 
Sharm el Sheikh, overlooking the Strait of Tiran, the entrance | 
to the Gulf of Aqaba.

Nasser then announced he would bar Israeli shipping from 
the gulf, Israel's only direct outlet to Iranian oil, Africa and 
the Far East.

WORK OF THE UNITED 
4+ Nations in a dozen fields of in- 
ternational assistance has been one 
vf the most promising developments 
of our era, The UN programs of 
aid for children, for agriculture, for 
refugees, for countries needing fi- 
nancial assistance, for the relief of 
disease, for education—these are 
bright ‘spots in a world which has 
all too, few of them. 

But regardless of such positive 
advances, the United Nations, as 
ereated at San Francisco more than 
two. decades ago, must in the end 
$tand or fall by the criterion of 
its main function—the preservation 
éf’peace in the world. If this joint 
undertaking of nearly all the nations 
ef the globe cannot prevent the out- 
break of a world conflict, then-the 
supporting roles exemplified in other 
activities will not be enough. 


Today, the United Nations is 
faced with one of the sternest tests 
Of its existence in the form of the 
Middle‘ East crisis. It has had other 
tests and acquitted itself with some 
degree of success. There have been 
wars—and Korea and Vietnam can- 
not be viewed as other than major 
conflicts—but the ultimate holo- 
aust of a world war in the nuclear 
bes has so far been-avoided.— For 

is the UN must be given some 
credit even though other factors of 
world politics are also involved. 


What must be remembered is 
that in the absence of supra-national 
powers to impose its edicts on mem- 
ber nations, the United Nations. can 
be only as strong as its Charter per- 
mits, and in the end only as strong 
as its most powerful members will 
permit. When it-suffers a setback 
—as it did in the ouster of the UN 
police force from-the Gaza theatre 
+to say that the UN has failed is 
only to say that the nations that 
compose it have failed. The prin- 
ciple and the ideal still exist—and 
so does the crucial need. 

The nations of the world can- 
fot turn away from the UN at a 
moment of crisis and declare that

The need for it in 1967 is 
even greater than it was in 1946— 
and those nations which hamper or 
destroy its effectiveness in a critical 
moment are risking much greater 
dangers ‘than those they seek tc 
evade. 

Canada has borne the brunt of 
President Nasser’s rejection of the 
UN in his quarrel with Israel, hav- 
ing been singled out by name for 
immediate troop withdrawal. But 
that should not cause this country 
to falter in its support for the prin- 
ciple of the UN or to withhold its 
manpower whenever Canadian aid 
is requested. Prime Minister Pear- 
son, who has done so much for the 
peace-keeping function of the United 
Nations, recognizes this fact and his 
leadership is particularly fortunate 
at this time. 

The: present crisis has shown 
that a tentative approach of the UN 
to an immediate threat of war is 
not enough. The powers that have 
been conferred on the United Na- 
tions as a peace-keeping organiza- 
tion are not sufficient to cope with 
serious emergencies such as_ the 
Israeli - Egyptian border presented 
to it. But that is not a defect of 
the UN as such. It is entirely due 
to the reluctance of the member na- 
tions to give the UN sufficient 
power—for this would mean a re- 
duction of the sovereign power of 
the countries concerned. 

Few if any nations are yet ready 
to give the UN automatic jurisdic- 
tion at a time of’ war crisis. That 
ultimate peace-keeping power is still 
sométhing for the future, but it will 
not be advanced by denigrating the 
UN in its present extremity. Those 
who deliberately risk the dissolution 
of the United Nations except to re- 
place it with a better, stronger en- 
tity, play a dangerous game. The 
UN is still our best hope of control- 
ling the Middle East outbreak.

Act Like a Grasshopper, Talk Like An Ant 


R. SHARP'S budget is a cry of pro- 

test looking for a sandwich board 
marked “unfair to finance ministers." 
The government is 
persuaded that ~ its 
programs — almost 
$10 billions, of them’ 
-+ fairly reflects our 
needs and demands. 
But it is not per- 
suaded that we are 
prepared to pay for 
them through our 
taxes. The answer is 
the second — largest 
budget deficit in our 
peace-time history — $740 million if Mr. 
Sharp is lucky — which means a 
camouflaged and more expensive pay- 
ment, possibly through price increases 
and certainly through interest on: a 
substantially increased deadweight debt. 
It is important to recognize that Mr.

Sharp's figure of $740 million is sharp 
pencil work in the department of finance. 


_Some allowance should doubtless be 


made for the normal cussedness of 


- inflated things. Since last year’s forecast 


of 3150 million ended as a recorded 
deficit of $428 million the country will no 
doubt be fortunate if the deficit for 1967- 
68 is held below the billion mark. 

Mr. Sharp managed one “section of 
quite extraordinary candour. He is in a 
jam about expenditures and he says so. 
Foreéasting is a dicey business “‘because 
we have so many new programs whose 
cost is difficult to estimate until we 
have more experience with them.”’ Only 
this spring we were assured that the 
estimates this year contain everything 
but the kitchen sink and are so reliable 
as virtually to preclude after-thoughts. 
But last week Mr. Sharp had the grim 
news that adult training alone would cost 
$50 million more than Manpower’s 
original calculation. 


Nor is this all. In a particularly 


eloquent passage, the minister refers to} Mass. The flood of 


Jast year’s record and adds: “In 
forecasting this year, I have tried to 
take into account this experience, as well 
as the enthusiasm and persistence of my 
colleagues and other honorable members 
in support of worthy but expensive 
ideas.’ With a bit less enthusiasm in 
cabinet, he would undoubtedly have done 
twice as well. 


Curious Arrangement 


The budget is based upon two fore- 
casts, one for the short term and one 
for the ‘long. But the arrangement is 
curious; it is the long view that moves 
Mr. Sharp to exhortation but the short 
that moves the government to action. 

We afe warned again and again of the 
inflationary threat. ‘The chief obstacle I 
see to our attaining stable growth in the 
next few years is the danger of exeessive 
increases in prices and costs.” Again: 
“Tf unchecked,” such increases in costs 
and prices must lead to_ increasing 
inequity and dissension in the country 
and to a worsening of the competitive 
position vis-a-vis the United States. This 
would impose a serious restraint on the 
growth of Canadian industry and_frus- 
trate our efforts to maintain a steady 
rate of expansion in the jobs available 
for our growing. labor force.” 

Why .then is the government- greatly 
widening the deficit? The danger has’ not 
slunk away. “New wage settlements 
resulting from collective bargaining this 
year show increases as large as those of 
last year. Most of. the increases , now 
occurring in wage’ and salary rates, 
including executive salaries, are sub- 
stantially in excess of the general 
increases in productivity that have been 
taking place. They clearly imply that 
further increases in prices are likely to 
occur,”

It is the short term that governs — 
aided in the normal fashion by the 
zealous efforts of cabinet colleagues still 
apparently persuaded that the sky is the 
only limit to public expenditures. 

It is in some respects an agony 
budget. There is certainly small consola- 
tion to be derived from background hints 
that Mr. Sharp's revenue position might 
be improved by a rise in prices. This is 
what he most hopes to avoid. In any 
case, they rose with a vengeance last 
year, and the deficit with them. 

But there is light on the horizon. 
September should bring a reduction in 
drug prices and beyond that is the 
prospect of tariff reductions flowing 
from the Kennedy Round. Unfortunately 
the price effects will begin to make 
themselves felt only in 1968. They should 
exert a helpfully moderating influence in 
the last months of the fiscal year but 
this will be marginal relief.-Mr. Sharp 
has the promise of help tomorrow but he 
is wrestling with an eéonomy which 
needs help today. 

The speech recognizes that “the 
government is heading into a difficult 
financial year. While Mr, Sharp will not 
have to worry about heavy borrowings 
for Expo and the centennial, thiis relief 
is far more than offset by huge demands 
for housing, for the Farm Credit 
Corporation and for the projected deficit. 


Total cash requirements will be more 
than double; up from $719 millions to 
$1520 millions. The government will have 
to make major demands on the market 
and Mr. Sharp will have far less room 
for manoeuvre than he had last year. 

Because the big changes relating to 
the Carter tax recommendations and the 
Kennedy Round are deferred to the 
future, it is a relatively simple budget. 
There is more of the gas pedal than the 
brake about it but essentially Mr: Sharp 
is simply hanging on to the steering 
wheel and hoping for the best. 

Not all of his observations unhappily, 
will contribute to a desirable lessening of 
dissension in the country. While it is 
pleasant to read that “the price index 
does not, fully take into account 
improvements in the quality of the goods 
and services sold,’’ the index also fails 
as both economists and consumers have 
noted -— to take account of the 
deterioration of goods and services which 
normally accompanies inflation. 

Mr. Sharp draws a moral from 
experience that “we in Canada have not 
learned to pace ourselves'’, . . ‘‘We-have 
overloaded the economy with ‘éxcessive 
demands.” This is undeniably true. But 
we might have responded better to the 
minister's excellent exhortations if our 
government had shown much disposition 
to pace itself. Instead it danced like 
the grasshopper while commending to us 
the wisttom of the ants.

You Need Time, Money, Patience and Legs 


EXT to money, there are three prime 
requisites to enjoyment of Expo 67— 
time combined with patience; good feet 
combined with elastic leg muscles; and a 
saintly tolerance for 
humanity in the 


ecstatic prose that 
has been flowing 
from the 10,000 writ- 
ers who have seen 
Expo on special tours 
and previews is all 
true. No one has yet 
done justice to the 
magnificence of this 
show. But the ordi- 
nary fair attenders will need qualities of 
mind and body that the press previewers 
never needed. + 

None of them had to stand in line for 
an hour running, or fight their way from 
one pavilion to- another. They wereg 
guided around, and in and out the back 
doors. The Expo of the cash customers is 
a different world to the one everyone has 
been writing about.

How much time will you need to see 
Expo in its entirety, to enjoy to the full 
the magnificence of the spectacle being 
presented? The question of time is like 
the question of money. It will cost you 
whatever you can afford to spend. 

To visit ‘all the exhibits, on a quick 
glance basis will take a minimum of 10 
days. Given good feet and leg muscles, 
patience and tolerance and developed 
special interests, a month would not be 
too long.

He joined the 
queue at the Russian pavilion and found 
it so full of fascinating things and people 
that he was there until closing time that 
night. : 

Perhaps the worst mistake visitors 
can make will be to concentrate on the 
well-publicized pavilions. Some of the 
smallest nations inthe world have come 
up with exhibits that put the richest 
nations to shame. Most Fair-goers 
discover this by accident. 

_ Many of the pavilions have seats for 
the sore-footed. On -a fine day there are 
even waiting lines of people prepared to 
dart into the’ first: vacated chair or 
bench. 

The transportation to, from and on 
Expo is superbly efficient. But there” is 
ho avoidance of queues which'are harder 
on the feet and muscles than walking. On 
a big day, it can take up to 45 minutes-of 
standing, in line to get onto the minirail. 


Worth the Wait 


The hours spent standing in lines at 
such exhibits as the Telephone Pavilion, 
the Labyrinth, the Czechoslovakian 
movies, ete., are never regretted. But 
the cumulative affect is hell on feet, and 
totally destructive to -any tight time 
schedule. 

Expo 67 is not the sort of thing that 
lends itself to two-day hit-the-high-spots 
tours as were Seattle and New York. 
What it has to offer in infinitedAvaricty 
and abundance is something that has to 
be savered slowly for maximum enjoy- 
ment. In plain fact, it has to be savored 
slowly even by the uninterested. In many

“LONDON (Réuters) A 
report in today's British 
Medical Journal linked the

_the risk was small com- 
pared to the number of 
deaths in childbirth or in 
traffic accidents.”

The 
job of computing all oye orbits 
Countless comets move 
around the sun in long; narrow 
orbits ‘and as ‘they travel they 
cross the orbital paths of the 
earth and other planets. The 
earth's orbit is about 600 million 
mijes long and a comet takes 
Puta Moment to cross its path. 
The chances of the earth being 
at the exact spot at the time of a 
comet's crossing are very un- 
likely! But such a collision could 
happen. Countless’ comets have 
passed. near our orbit in the 
past four’ billion years. Many 
have come close enough to be 
pulled down if the earth 
happened to be there at . the 
right moment. 

It seems likely that comets, 
maybe big ones, have struck ‘the 
carth in the past. Tektites and 
other evidence of ancient 
meteorites suggest that some of 
these fallen space travelers 
may have been comets. In the 
past century; several eomets 


earth can expect 
collision every 15 million years} 
or so. But no one expects that 
Halley’s comet will become one

The orbit of the famous comet 
hat been charted in detail. It is) 
now chugging toward the sun 
and in 1986 it will streak across 
the earth's peth and display 
jtself in our skies. The comet's 
orbit is tilted at an angle hence 
4, touches the earth's orbit only| 
at two points. The two heavenly 
bodies are not at all likely to be 
at either of these points at the 
game time. However, in 1910, 
the «earth passed through the 
dazzling tail of the famous 
comeét. And twice a year, in 
May and October, we . pass 
through mé¢teor . showers of 
4usty debris that Halley's comet 
Jett on previous visits to our 
gorner of the heavens. 


Meteor Showers 


We must wait about 86 years 
betwen vistfs. Through most. of 
this time Halley's comet is a 
cold, dark ‘object’ dawdling 
around its narrow oval shaped 
path. One end of its orbit 
reaches far beyond Neptune. 
The other end makes a close U- 
turn ‘around the sun. Its few 
weeks of glory begin as it 
speeds up, crossing the paths of 
the inner planets to loop around 
the sun, At this time it might, 
just might, collide with the sun 
or be shattered by the sun's 
mighty gravitational force. But 
a collision with the earth is just 
about impossible.
